It has been suggested to me that 


several conflicting reports had been 
made with reference to S D. P 
cock, game warden. I want to say 
that I am the man who investigated 
the .matter and caused the exposure 
If the scheme to imprison innocent 
people and swindle Volusia county.

The conclusion is Inevitable that i 


is the duty of every man to'keep him 
self and his premises clean and health 
ful, not only for his own sake but fo 
that of those who by force of circum 
stances must associate with him. 


Community cleanliness, community 


sanitation, is just as much a duty tha 
every man owes his neighbors as to 
be decent morally, for physical nines 
has a strangely Intimate connection 
with moral degeneracy. 


It is a fact that in the past and, tc 


a large degree in the present, law 
strictly enforced is essential to secure 
municipal sanitation. This is due 
partly to ignorance, partly to per 
versity and Indifference. Some other 
wise good citizens 
will persist in 


allowing their dogs to run at large 
unmuzzled, and they make a fearfu 
fuss when the police interfere for thi 
actual safety of the community. They 
howl louder than their worthless curs 
when anyone presumes to enforce the 
idea that the rights of society are 
superior to their own selfishness. 


Some of the ablest scientists in the 


\vorld have demonstrated that typhoic 
fever is a germ disease, transmitted 
by flies, yet it requires the services of 
the police to compel the screening of 
earth closets. The same investigators 
have proved the transmission of yel 
low fever, of malaria and other dis- 
eases 
by 
mosquitoes; 
they • have 


pointed out the methods of prevention, 
yet the pleas and protests of sanita- 
rians and health boards are disre- 
garded by the vast majority of Plor- 
idians. 


The opening decades of the twen- 


tieth century have been marked by 
splendid organization and magnificent 
effort for the moral uplift of those 
who need uplifting. There has been 
a practical recognition of the fact that 
morals cannot be 
permanently Im- 


proved while physical conditions re- 
main unimproved—that the 
hungry 


man in ragged clothes Is not likely to 
be or to become a devout Christian 
There has been a recognition of the 
great fact of human brotherhood, but 
there has not been a corresponding or- 
ganized effort toward increasing the 
knowledge of proper sanitation or to 
arouse a sentiment for better health- 
fulness through cleanliness among 
the same classes that need the uplift 
. Good 
morals. 
fact, and the great moral uplift of the 
world won't come so long as you work 
on any other hypothesis. 


It is a plain, hard fact that Florida 


will not get into its full stride toward 
its greatest prosperity, until the In- 
dividual citizen, no matter how ex 
alted or humble, shall realize his per 
sonal responsibility in lowering the 
sick rate and the death rate through 
voluntary and not legally enforced 
sanitation, through conscientious anc 
intelligent effort to avoid disease: in 
other words, by doing everything in 
his power to raise the standard of 
community hygiene. 
Anything less 


than this Is not in accord with the 
highest type of citizenship.

Thou- 
sands of children in all parts of the 
country participated in the contest. 
Many of the essays submitted bore 
evidence of having been prepared with 
the assistance of parents or school 
teachers and these were eliminated.

It is a fact that in the past and, tc 


a large degree in the present, law 
strictly enforced is essential to secure 
municipal sanitation. This is due 
partly to ignorance, partly to per 
versity and indifference. Some other 
wise good citizens will persist in 
allowing their dogs to run at largi 
unmuzzled, and they make a fearfu 
fuss when the police interfere for th 
actual safety of the community The; 
howl louder than their worthless curs 
when anyone presumes to enforce the 
idea that the rights of society are 
superior to their own selfishness.

There has been a recognition of the 
great fact of human brotherhood, but 
there has not been a corresponding or- 
ganized effort toward increasing the 
knowledge of proper sanitation or to 
arouse a sentiment for better health 
fulness through cleanliness among 
the same classes that need the uplift 


Good health Is the basis of good 


morals 
Yon can't deny or dodge that 


fact, and the great moral uplift of the 
world won't come so long as you work 
on any other hypothesis 


It is a plain, hard fact that Florida 


will not get into its full stride toward 
Its greatest prosperity, until the in- 
dividual citizen no matter how ex 
alted or humble, shall realize his per 
sonal responsibility in lowering the 
sick rate and the death rate through 
voluntary and not legally enforced 
sanitation, through conscientious anc 
intelligent effort to avoid disease in 
other words, by doing everything in 
his power to raise the standard of 
community hygiene 
Anything less 


than this is not in accord with the 
highest type of citizenship

An alarm of fire from Beach street
